W HEREA S it is expedient that provision should be made for Preamble. 

the exercise of certain powers in relation to the government 
of Ireland in case Her Majesty should he pleased to abolish the 
office of Lord Lieutenant of that part of the United Kingdom : 

5 Be it therefore enacted by the Queen’s most Excellent Majesty, Act to com- 
by and with the advice and consent of the Lords Spiritual and 
Temporal, and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, pointed by 
and by the authority of the same, that in case Her Majesty shall, 
by a proclamation under the Great Seal of the United Kingdom of clamatKor
